Off-Leash Descriptive Statistics

Total Participants: 284 (5 “No Response”)

Responses for one or both locations: 179 (63%)
• Hillview: 33 (11.6%)

• Heritage Oaks: 21 (07.3%)

• Both Locations: 125 (44%)

Responses for “Not at these Locations”: 27 (09.5%)

Responses for “No to Off-Leash Hours”: 78 (27.4%)

Next Popular Off-leash locations were:
• Grant Park (13); All Parks (6); Rosita Park (5)

• Green space (losing it, wanting to maintain it/keep it, etc)         26
• Dog parks are ugly 9
• Dog parks are dirty/unclean/unsanitary 9
• Worry about dog park attacks 8
• Want new park space, overall 8
• Worries about parking/traffic 7
• Dog parks are costly (to build/maintain): 4

• Commission Meeting Inspired Emails 23: 19 workshop ballots; 4 no 

workshop ballots of which 2 opposed to South Lincoln Park; 1 Rosita 
Park; 1 signage & fenced-in dog park; 8 no to Off-leash hours at 
Heritage Oaks Park

• Lincoln Park Neighborhood Survey – Opposition to fenced-in dog 
park in South Lincoln Park: 111 participants/56 workshop 
duplications

• Community Petition – Support of fenced-in dog park in South 
Lincoln Park: 223 participants/123 Los altos residents – no cross-
referencing

• McKenzie Park Neighborhood Petition – Opposition to fenced-in 
dog park in McKenzie Park: 48 participants/ 7 workshop duplications

• Community Questionnaire – Support for off-leash hours in various 
parks: 84 participants/28 workshop duplications
